Columbus, O., June 
19.—As of 


July 1, 1915, the Industrial 
com- 


mission of Ohio will issue its new 
manual of rules and rates. 


In this manual the 
commission 


has made some -fundamental 
mod- 


ifications of its present merit rating 
system, the most, important of which 
is the abolishment of the $500 indi- 
vidual fixed charge against the em- 
ployer for the occurrence of a death 
and the abolishment of the $1,000 
individual fixed charge against the 
employer for the occurrence of a per- 
manent total disability injury. 


The revised ruling of the commis- 


sion, as of July 1, 1915, reads, 
in 


substance, that in 
no 
given 
six 


months' insurance period shall 
the 


preferred rate 
ot any employer be 


increased more than 24 per cent., ir- 
respective of the number of deaths 
or non-fatal accidents, including per- 
manent total disability accidents, the 
employer may have experienced. In 
other words it the preferred rate of 
a given employer is $1.00, his rate 
under no condition can exceed $1.24; 
if 'his preferred rate is $1.50, it can 
never exceed $1.C2; it his preferred 
rate is $.25 under no condition can it 
exceed $.31. 
Under this revised sys- 


tem, an employer may even have a 
death costing the fund as much as 
$2500 or a permanent total disabil- 
ity injury costing the fund as much 
as $15,000 and yet not have his pre- 
ferred rate increased at all. but un- 
der no circumstances can his pre- 
ferred rate be increased more than 
24 per cent. 
It is the belief of the 


commission that this revised system 
will not only stimulate acident pre- 
vention as effectively as the present 
system, but will also be more satis- 
factory to the employers. 


The commission has made anoth- 


•er important change of the present 
rating system with reference to the 
contractor's schedule. 


The rate of 
each 
classification 


within the contractor's schedule, as 
of July 1, 1915 will contemplate the 
total losses of the class plus a load- 
ing sufficient to permit of the oper- 
ations of a merit rating system on 
the basis of reward. 


A credit premium factor has been 


erected for each classification within 
this schedule. 
Where a contracting 


employer can reduce the cost of his 
compensation losses below the factor 
established for his classification, he. 
will receive a credit premium in the 
amount of 10 per cent, of the differ- 
ence between his individual compen- 
sation losses and those specified in 
the factor established for his classi- 
fication. 


The new manual of rules and rates 


Effective as of July 1, 1015, and the 
revised rules and regulations as un- 
der Section"22 of the law 
will 
be

by July 1, 1915, or

Neither side, however, 


reports much activity during 
the 


last 24 hours, the outstanding claim 
being that from Petrograd to the ef- 
fect that the Austro-Germans have 
been hurled back into Austrian ter- 
ritory between the Dniester river and 
the river Pruth. 


The French, according to the lat- 


est, are holding the Germans to the 
north of Arras. 
They now occupy 


positions on three sides of Souchez 
and they soon may make the Ger- 
man positions on this front untena- 
ble in the view of British observers. 


Italy is attacking 
the 
Austrian 


frontier defenses with energy, 
but 


the only evidence of an advance is 
the report of the shelling 
of 
the 


railway station at Gorzia, 
a 
fact 


which would indicate that the Italian 
batteries have been considerably ad- 
vanced. 


Rumore from the Balkans are to 


the effect that the entente allies liave 
offered Bulgaria generous territorial 
terms, which special dispatches from 
Sofia declare to be absolutely satis- 
factory. 
Nevertheless, it is evident 


that no actual alliance has yet been 
signed nor will be until Bulgaria's 
neighbors make the concessions she 
has been consistently demanding.

Baber of the Dayton state hospital. 
The auditor explained that he did 
not begrudge the insane patients en- 
tertainment, but thought the special 
private fund of $476 existing at the 
hospital should be used. 
A large 


number of the 265 persons who at- 
tended the circus must have been at- 
tendants, he, declared. 


"In the past we have approved 


vouchers for ball games, orchestra 
concerts and moving picture films for 
the entertainment of inmates in our 
institutions," said Mr. Donahey in a 
letter to Superintendent Baber. "And 
I believe such entertainment is prop- 
er. Had the above amount of money 
been 
expended 
for 
entertainment 


within the institution between 1200 
and 1300 persons would have been 
benefited instead of 265, of which a 
large number must necessarily have 
been attendants."

•No reason for his act is 
known. 


The only member of the family to 
escape unscathed was the youngest 
child Kepneth, 11, who was rescued 
by Herbert. 
The latter is not seri- 


ously hurt but Mrs. Dysinger will 
die. 


It was at 4:30 o'clock that Dysing- 


r rose ostensibly to do his chores. 
Instead he seized a rifle and slipping 
nto the room where his wife 
lay 


asleep, shot her through the head. 
Then he went upstairs to the room 
of his 
daughter, 
whom 
he 
shot 


:hrough the head as she slept. Her- 
bert, in an 
adjoining 
room, 
was 


awakened by the shots and was just 
limbing out of bed to investigate 
when Dysinger entered his room and 
fired at him. 
The bullet wounded 


in the head. 
Dysinger was also 


armed with a 
hatchet. 
Herbert, 


stunned and bleeding, grappled with 
lis father and 
the two 
wrestled 


about the room. 
Finally the boy dis- 


armed the crazed man, and grabbing 
he gun and hatchet, ran down stairs 
where he pulled his youngest brother 
'{enneth from bed and hurried with 
lim to the home of a neighbor 
to 


;all help. 
While he was gone Dys- 


nger obtained a revolver and laying 
down on the bed beside his 
wife, 


shot himself through the heart. 


When 
assistance 
arrived 
Mrs. 


Dysinger was found still alive 
and 


•vas rushed to a hospital at Kenton.1 
Jhysicians hold out but little hope 
or her recovery, 
/Dysinger .was a prominent mem- 


ler of a leading fraternal order and 
known to be well to do. 


He had given no signs of mental 


disturbance and there is no clew to 
he reason for his act. 


Dysinger left a note asking the 


members of a fraternal organization; 
o bury him. 
The cemetery is only 


a half mile from the Dysinger home 
iut despite this fact the 
note 
re- 


liiested that the funeral procession 
ake a seven mile detour to the bury- 
ng ground.

vith the exception of tDysinger at- 
ended a birthday party for George 
Warren, 80, Mrs. Dysinger's father, 
who lives nearby. 
Dysinger 
made 


he excuse that he had some accounts 
o look after and so stayed at home.

amily *here in the fall so his chil-

Speed 
is sacrificed in the construction of 
the battleships to weight of armor 
and against such a ship as the Ari- 
zona with her broadside tire

twelve 14-inch guns and protection 
of more than a foot of the toughest 
steel that can be made around the 
vessel's vital parts like a. wall, a bat- 
tle cruiser would be 
helpless 
and 


must depend on her speed and seek 
safety m flight. 
There are few ships 


in an> navy fit to cope with the Ari- 
zona, ship to ship. 


The range of the Arizona's guns is 


from 11' to 1:5 miles as they will be 
set in her turrets, or as far ;is her 
gun-pointers and observers can see 
in brightest weather. 
As previous 


ships carrying the 14-inch guns, ihe 
Arizona's main battery will have a 
maximum ele\ation of nearly twenty 
degrees. 
It would be possible, it is 


said, to almost double that elevation 
and add miles to the range of the 
guns: but already they can shoot and 
hit lorther it is probable than they 
would ever be called upon to do. 


The Arizona will carry the three 


sun turrets whk-h have been de\ el- 
oped by American naval 
construc- 


tors, her twelve 
big 
rifles 
being 


housed in four turrets. TWO forward 
and two after. 
In addition she will 


have a secondary battery of twenty- 
two 5-inch, long range rifles for c'.p- 
fense against 
destroyers 
torpedo 


boats and submarines. 
The big guns 


can be fired over either 
broadside 


and around the entire 
circle 
with 


the exception of an arc of less than 
thirty degrees directly forward for 
jhe after turrets and directly astein 
for the forward turrets. 
Four ot the 


secondary battery guns. two on each 
side, are so paced that they can fire 
three degrees across the ship's bows, 
taking the place of bow chasers of 
the old wooden ship days. 


Compared to the Arizona the old 


battleships of the Oregon class are 
almost like toys. The new ship could 
engage a fleet of three of them at 
the same time, turning upon each as 
many gnns as it could bring to bear 
and her guns would be bigger and of 
longer range. 
In addition she could 


^tearn away from them or overtake 
them at 
pleasure, 
developing

knots againsT their 1C or 17. 
The 


remarkable thing about the great in- 
crease in size and gun power, howev- 
er, is that each of the smaller ships 
would need as many or more men 
than the Arizona which will carry a 
completement of 915 in her crew.

The vessel from the 


bottom of the rudder to the decks, 
where the small figures of the work- 
men may be seen, is lifty feet in 
depth. 


The Arizona is the 
thirty-ninth 


battleship built for 
the 
American 


navy since 1892. 
Compared to

first American battleship, 
the 
In- 


diana, launched in 1893, the Ari- 
zona will be nearly twice 
as 
long, 


half again as wide and of three times 
as great displacement. 


In addition to the great size of the 


new ship's main battery, the guns 
are of 45-calibre as against the 35- 
calibre of the Indiana's 13-inch gnns, 
identical with those aboard the fa- 
mous old Oregon, which played their 
part in the battle of Santiago. With 
the fourteens of the Arizona in her 
turrets, the Oregon could have halt- 
ed any one of

tion.

ment of 27.000 tons', the Arizona will 
displace 31.400 tons and will meas- 
ure GOO foet in length and 97 feet « 
inches in width.

Pattern is an important fac- 
tor, the several varieties being known 
as "pin fire" when the grain is very 
small, "harlequin" \\ hen the color is in 
small squares, the more regular the 
better, and the "flash fire," or "flash 
opal," when the color shows as a sin- 
gle flash or in very large pattern. Har- 
lequin is the most common and is also 
popularly considered the most beauti- 
ful.

The straight cdgt>s being placed be- 
tween the oye and a strong light in a 
dark room, a wedge of light was per- 
ceived from the ends between which 
the paper was placed and the opposite, 
which were brought together.

thickness of the paper being known, 
the distance apart of the two edges of 
the small end of the wedge of light 
was easily calculated.

city sighs " Kavewell Forever." 


The local merchants help to maintain the schools, the churches, the hospitals, the 


good road-, the charities. They help to pay the local taxes, and by building up 
the town In !p to increase the value of farms and farm products. 


The linbii (because it is a habit, pure and simple) of buying from out of town is 


formed on :he theory that one can buy for less money. The idea is as erroneous as 
Aesop's J'.'i'nie-. One may buy a few things cheaper by mail than he can buv at 
home, but ihcy are few, and it is a well-known fact that the quality is not reallv 
expected P-oin the far-off stores.

LD Christ chiudi, the historic 


and sawed oduk-e in Philadel- 
phia where three-fourths of 
the signers of the Declaration 


of Independence ivoi^hiped, -commem- 
orates the nation's birthday every year 
with Impressive patriotic and religious 
services. 
Representuthes of the Lu- 


theran, Presbyterian uud Episcopalian 
churches, the religious bodies that were 
active in the life of Philadelphia when 
independence .was declared, generally 
participate in the sen ices. 


Last year the senkes took the form 


of a prayer and thanksgiving to Al- 
mighty God for the blessing of civil and 
religious liberty. Addresses were made 
by Bishop Garland, representing the 
Episcopal church; the Rev. Dr. William 
H. Roberts of the Presbyterian general 
assembly and the Rev. Dr. Edwin Heyl 
Dclk of the Lutheran church. 
The 


services were conducted, by the Rev. 
Louis 0. Washburn, rector of Old 
Christ church. 


The order of service was the one 


adopted In 1785 by the church to be 
used every year on the Fourth of July. 
The service was attended by repre- 
sentatives of President Wilson. Mayor 
Blankenburg, the Colonial Dames, the 
Sons of the Revolution and of the Pine 
Street Presbyterian church, whose pas- 
tor, Dr. Duffleld, like Dr. White, rector 
of Old Christ church, was a chaplain 
of the First Continental congress. The 
clergy .of the diocese In their vest- 
ments, with the other guests, met in 
the Neighborhood House and proceed- 
ed into the church while the historic

bells of Old Christ church were ring- 
ing as they did in 177G. 


The entire chun-h was filled with 


persons who worshiped in the same 
pews where knelt the churchmen and 
patriots of the Continental cougress.

written by him for the occasion:

We kneel where patriots knelt to pray;
